• The match on Saturday will be the only regular-season meeting between the two 
clubs in 2013 

• Saturday marks the first time the Revs will play at BC Place ... the two teams met at 
Empire Field in 2011 and played to a 1-1 draw 

• The Revs won the only meeting in 2012, a 4-1 win at Gillette Stadium on May 12 

• New England won the first regular-season series in 2011 ... the two teams played to 
a 1-1 draw at Empire Field on April 6, before the Revs won, 1-0, at Gillette Stadium 
on May 14 

• With the draw against Vancouver on April 6, 2011, the Revs moved to 5-0-4 in first 
meetings against expansion or relocated teams since the start of the 2005 season 

PLAYER NOTES AGAINST VANCOUVER 

• Lee Nguyen has two goals and one assist in one game against his former club ... 
the two goals and one assist came on May 12, 2012, in a 4-1 Revs win at Gillette 
Stadium 

• Saer Sene has scored one goal in one career appearance against Vancouver 

• Juan Agudelo is the only other current member of the Revs to record a goal against 
Vancouver... the forward scored a goal in 2011 while a member of the Red Bulls 

• Chris Tierney has one assist in three career games against Vancouver 

• Matt Reis is undefeated at 2-0-0 in his career against Vancouver, making five total 
saves ... he also has one shutout against Vancouver 

• Bobby Shuttleworth made his 2011 season debut against Vancouver on April 6, 
replacing an injured Matt Reis ... he made one save in the road draw 

LAST MEETING 

Vancouver 1, at New England 4 

May 12,2012 - Gillette Stadium (Foxborough, Mass.) 

FOXBOROUGH, Mass. - Lee Nguyen haunted his former team with two goals and one 
assist in an inspired performance as the Revolution rolled to a 4-1 win over Vancouver at 
Gillette Stadium. Nguyen - waived by Vancouver in March 2012 - notched his first two 
MLS goals, including a spectacular long-distance rocket to round out the scoring that was 
a finalist for MLS goal of the year, sandwiched around first-half strikes from Saer Sene and 
Shalrie Joseph. It was the Revolution’s best offensive output since scoring four times in a 
4-4 draw with the Philadelphia Union in September 2011. Eric Hassli scored Vancouver’s 
lone goal in the fifth minute as the Whitecaps.

NEW ENGLAND REVOLUTION AT VANCOUVER WHITECAPS FC 


TEAM NOTES 


NORTH OF THE BORDER BOUT WITH WHITECAPS 

After wrapping up a three-game home stand, the Revs next head to western Canada to take 
on Vancouver Whitecaps FC in the only meeting between the two teams this season ... the 
Revs are 2-0-1 against the Whitecaps since the club entered MLS in 2011 ... Lee Nguyen 
scored twice and added in assist in the Revs' 4-1 win over the Whitecaps on May 12,2012, 
the only time the teams played last season ... Vancouver has not lost at home this season 
(3-0-3,12 pts) and are coming off a 3-2 loss at Seattle. 

REVS HEATING UP AS TEMPS RISE 

Very quietly, the Revs are one of the league’s hottest teams as the official start of summer ap¬ 
proaches ... New England is 4-1-3 in its last eight league games, picking up 15 of the team's 
20 points in that stretch ... the Revs are now sixth in the Eastern Conference with 20 points, 
and are tied for 10th in the league’s overall table ... since April 20 - a 4-1 loss at New York - 
the Revs have climbed from ninth in the East with five points, to their current spot of sixth with 
20 points and very much a player in the playoff picture almost halfway through the season. 

GAME OF QUARTERS 

Kelyn Rowe scored two goals to lead the Revs to a 4-2 win over the New York Red Bulls in 
the fourth round of the U.S. Open Cup Wednesday night at Harvard University's Soldiers Field 
Soccer Stadium ... Dimitry Imbongo scored the game-winning goal, while Chris Tierney added 
an insurance goal in the 87th minute ... Matt Reis made his second start in the Open Cup, 
picking up his second win while recording one save ... win the win, the Revs earneda berth in 
the quarterfinals and will next travel to face D.C. United in at Maryland SoccerPlex in Boyds, 
Md., on Wednesday, June 26. 

ROWE ROCKS THE OPEN CUP 

Kelyn Rowe's two goals on Wednesday against New York pushed his 2013 U.S. Open Cup 
scoring totals to four goals and one assist in two matches ... the second-year midfielder 
recorded two goals and one assist in the team's 5-1 win over the Rochester Rhinos in the third 
round on May 28, before posting two goals against the New York Red Bulls on June 12 ... in 
three career Open Cup matches, Rowe has five goals and one assist. 

SIX REVS UP FOR FAN ALL-STAR GAME VOTING 

Six Revs players are among the eligible to be voted to the Fan XI for the 2013 MLS All-Star 
Game against Italian giants AS Roma on July 31 at Kansas City’s Sporting Park ... the New 
England players eligible for Fan XI voting include Diego Fagundez, Andrew Farrell, Jose 
Goncalves, Lee Nguyen, Kelyn Rowe and Bobby Shuttleworth... fans may vote online HERE 
... fans can also vote via text message by sending a player's last name to 22442, or via Twit¬ 
ter on June 20 and June 21 ... a panel of media members nominated a total of 115 players to 
the fan ballot. 

SUCCESSFUL HOME STAND 

Saturday’s 0-0 draw against D.C. United marked the end of the Revs’ three-game home stand 
... in those three games, the Revs posted a 2-0-1 record and recorded three straight shutouts, 
collecting seven out of a possible nine points ... the Revs' success at home leap-frogged the 
Revs up the Eastern Conference standings to within two points of third place. 

UNBEATEN STREAK PUSHED TO FIVE 

Saturday’s 0-0 draw against D.C. United pushed the Revs' unbeaten run in MLS matches to 
five games (3-0-2), dating back to July 11 and a 1-1 draw against New York ... in that span, 
the Revs have out-scored MLS teams 10-1, with the lone goal coming on July 11 by the Red- 
Bulls ... this is the second time under head coach Jay Heaps that Revs have gone five games 
unbeaten ... in 2012, the Revs posted a 2-0-3 record from June 2 to July 8 (W-D-D-D-W)... 
including the team’s two U.S. Open Cup victories (May 28 at Rochester and June 12 against 
New York), the Revs are seven games unbeaten overall, with a 5-0-2 mark, and out-scoring 
teams 19-4 in that span. 

TOP-RANKED DEFENSE IMPROVES 

It’s been almost one month since Bobby Shuttleworth and the Revs defense last conceded 
a goal in MLS action (May 11 in a 1-1 draw against New York)... the club is currently riding 
its longest shutout streak - 395 minutes - in team history ... prior to the current streak with 
Shuttleworth in goal, Matt Reis backed the last longest streak of 386 minutes during the 2009 
season ... with the shutout against D.C. on Saturday the Revs improved its league-leading 
team goals against average to 0.62, while posting its league-leading ninth shutout. 

DEFENSE TOUGH AT HOME 

Through eight home games at Gillette Stadium this season, the Revs have allowed just four 
goals ... most recently, the Revs posted a shutout against D.C. United last Saturday... overall, 
the team has posted five shutouts in eight games at Gillette Stadium as both Bobby Shuttle- 
worth (four) and Matt Reis (one) have backed clean sheets at home this year... the Revs’ four 
goals allowed at home is tied for second in MLS with Dallas and behind league leader LA (2 
home goals allowed). 


DEFENSE BUNKERS DOWN OUT WEST 

Saturday’s game will be the Revolution’s third trip to the West Coast in 2013 ... in two previous 
trips, the Revs went 0-0-2 with a pair of nil-nil draws at Seattle (April 13) and at Portland (May 
2)... the with a pair of 0-0 matches, the Revs have yet to allow a goal in the Pacific time zone 
this season. 

IF OPPONENTS SCORE AT ALL, IT’S LATE 

While the Revs lead MLS in team defense entering Week 16 of play, there is one area where 
the team can improve defensively: allowing late goals ... the Revs have allowed six goals (of 
its nine total goals allowed) in the final 15 minutes of games this season, the fourth-highest 
total in the league in that time span ... New England has surrendered just two goals in the 
opening 15 minutes of play, and only one goal in the first 15 minutes of the second half... but 
the six goals allowed in the final 15 minutes has led to five dropped points (T to a L at Phila¬ 
delphia on March 16, T to a L vs. FC Dallas on March 30, and a W to a L vs. Real Salt Lake on 
May 8)... had the Revs held on in those games, they’d have 25 points and be tied for second 
in the Eastern Conference. 

ANOTHER CLEAN SHEET FOR SHUTTLEWORTH 

Goalkeeper Bobby Shuttleworth has been in goal throughout the club’s most recent 395-minute 
shutout streak, the league’s second-longest this season behind Sporting KC's 546 minute 
shutout streak (March 9 to April 20)... Shuttleworth picked up his seventh shutout - tying him 
for the league lead with Sporting KC's Jimmy Nielsen - in Saturday’s 0-0 draw against D.C. 
United ... the goalkeeper has now posted four consecutive shutouts and has not conceded a 
goal since May 11 in a 1-1 draw against New York. 

SHUTTLEWORTH LEADING THE PACK 

Goalkeeper Bobby Shuttleworth enters this week’s matches leading MLS in three goalkeeping 
categories: goals against average (0.75, tied with Colorado’s Clint Irwin), shutouts (7, tied with 
Sporting KC’s Jimmy Nielsen) and save percentage (80.4 percent)... Shuttleworth has posted 
a shutout in seven of his 12 matches played - 58.3 percent - a higher percentage than any 
other MLS keeper... additionally, Shuttleworth is making an average of 3.42 saves per game, 
tied for the third-highest per game total in MLS. 

GONCALVES STEPS TO CENTER BACK FOREFRONT 

The Revs’ defense has been rock solid since newcomer Jose Goncalves arrived via Sion SC 
this off-season ... the 27-year-old Portuguese center back has backed MLS' top defense and 
is the only Revs player to play every minute of every game this season ... Goncalves has 
backed the Revs’ defense that has posted a league-best nine shutouts (two more than Sport¬ 
ing KC) and allowed a league-low nine goals (Colorado is second with 12 goals allowed) all 
while integrating eight different defenders into the four-man lineup through 14 games. 

SHIFTING DEFENSE YIELDS SIMILAR RESULTS 

The Revs started the season with MLS’ top defense, allowing just two goals through their first 
four games while running out the same starting backline of Kevin Alston (LB), Jose Goncalves 
(CB), A.J. Soares (CB) and Andrew Farrell (RB)... in the next few games, the Revs made 
some defensive changes and dropped as low as fifth in the MLS defensive rankings, but 
despite more changes, the Revs remained at the top of the heap after Week 15... entering 
this week, the Revs are top in team goals against average (0.62) and first in shutouts (9)... 
while leading MLS in team defense through 14 games, the Revs have run out eight different 
defenders - Kevin Alston (4 gms.), Darrius Barnes (2 gms.), Bilal Duckett (1 gm.), Andrew 
Farrell (13 gms.), Jose Goncalves (14 gms.), Stephen McCarthy (8 gms.), A.J. Soares (6 gms.) 
and Chris Tierney (8 gms.) - and two goalkeepers (Bobby Shuttleworth for 12 gms., Matt Reis 
for 2 gms.). 

THE YOUNGSTERS ARE TAKING OVER 

The average age of the 13 players used in Saturday’s draw with D.C. was 24.2 years old ... 
led by Diego Fagundez (18), Juan Agudelo (20), Andrew Farrell (21), Kelyn Rowe (21), the 
Revs saw nine of the 13 players on the field were 26 or younger... the two oldest players who 
faced United were Chad Barrett and Juan Toja, both 28. 

DEFENSE + SCORING = UNDEFEATED STREAK 

The Revs enter Saturday’s game in the midst of a five-game undefeated streak, going 3-0-2 
since May 11 ... in that span, the Revs have out-scored their opponents, 10-1 ... including the 
team’s U.S. Open Cup match on May 28, the Revs have gone six games undefeated overall 
(4-0-2) and outscored all opponents, 15-2. 

FAGUNDEZ FINALLY COOLS OFF 

After scoring goals in four straight games, Diego Fagundez was finally kept off of the score 
sheet against D.C. United in Saturday's 0-0 draw ... the four-game streak was the club’s 
longest since 2005 when Clint Dempsey also scored in five-straight games ... Fagundez, just 
18, still leads the team in goals (5) and shots on goal (10).

ROWING UP THE ASSIST CHARTS 

Kelyn Rowe picked up his fourth and fifth assists of the season against the LA Galaxy on June 
2, and is currently tied for second in MLS in assists with Seattle's Javier Morales and Kansas 
City’s Graham Zusi ... Rowe, who recorded five assists in 30 appearances as a rookie in 
2012, now has 10 career assists ... Rowe's two-assist performance against LA was also his 
first-career multiple-assist match ... this season, he is tied for seventh in MLS in assists per 
game (0.38),... Rowe is also tied for ninth in MLS in assists per 90 minutes, with an 0.52 per 
90-minute mark. 

ANOTHER CALL UP FOR BENGTSON 

New England Revolution forward Jerry Bengtson has been called up to represent Honduras 
for the country’s upcoming FIFA World Cup Qualifiers against Costa Rica (June 7), Jamiaca 
(June 11) and the United States (June 18)... Bengtson joined up with Honduras on Monday, 
June 3, and is expected to re-join the Revs at training on Thursday, June 20 ... the forward 
started and played 61 minutes in a 1-0 loss to Cosat Rica ... Bengtson, who missed the Revs' 
0-0 draw against Kansas City on March 23 while with the Honduras National Team, continued 
his hot scoring pace for his country during the last round of FIFA World Cup Qualifying ... he 
scored Honduras’ second goal - to equalize the game - against Mexico on March 22, to earn 
a vital point in the CONCACAF Hexagonal, the region’s final round of qualifying for the 2014 
FIFA World Cup ... earlier in February, he also scored the game-winning goal in San Pedro 
Sula against the United States in the teams' Feb 6 WCQ ... Bengtson now has 16 goals for 
Honduras in 35 appearances, including seven goals during qualifying for the 2014 World Cup. 

AGUDELO SETTLING IN NICELY 

Juan Agudelo, acquired on May 7 via trade from Chivas USA, has adjusted quickly to his New 
England surroundings ... Agudelo made his Revs debut on May 18 at Houston, coming on as 
a first-half substitute and later scoring his first goal as a member of the Revs (and his third of 
the season)... one week later, he drew his first start in New England in a 2-0 win over Toronto 
at Gillette Stadium on May 25, and scored his second goal in as many games (and his fourth 
on the season). 

TIERNEY JOINS ELITE GROUP 

Chris Tierney made his 100th career start against Toronto on May 25 ... he is the 12th player 
in New England history to make 100 starts in New England ... all of his 102 starts-and all 
113 of his appearances - have come in New England ... the Wellesley, Mass., native is three 
appearances away from moving into the Revs’ career appearances top-10 chart (Andy Dor¬ 
man is currently 10th with 116), while he one start away from moving into the team’s career 
starts top-10 list (Jeff Larentowicz is currently 10th with 103). 

TIERNEY ALSO LENDS A GAME-WINNING HAND 

Chris Tierney's assist on Diego Fagundez’s first-half goal against Toronto on May 25 was his 
second assist of the season and the 18th of his career... Tierney is tied for ninth on the Revs' 
career assist chart (tied with Andy Dorman) and his assist against the Reds moved him into 
third on the Revs’ career game-winning assist chart with nine ... exactly half of his 18 career 
assists have been game-winning assists. 

REVS’ ROOKIES QUIETLY MAKING THEIR MARK 

Two of the Revs’ rookies are quietly making their mark on the Revs’ season ... defender 
Andrew Farrell - the number one overall pick in the 2013 MLS SuperDraft - has started 13 of 
14 games and helped back the Revs’ number-one ranked team defense ... Scott Caldwell, the 
team’s second-ever Homegrown signing this winter after a four-year career at Akron, has now 
made nine appearances, including six starts as the team's lone defensive central midfielder. 

CALDWELL COMES THROUGH 

Scott Caldwell, the team’s second-ever Homegrown signing, has made a strong impression in 
his rookie season ... the Braintree, Mass., product has made nine appearances - including six 
starts - seeing time in the central midfield ... Caldwell, who graduated from Akron in December 
after a stellar four-year career with the Zips, is among three Revs rookies who have seen time 
this year, including defender Andrew Farrell (11GP/11GS at right back) and midfielder Donnie 
Smith (1GP/1GS at left midfield). 


MATT REIS IS MR. CLEAN (SHEET) 

Veteran goalkeeper Matt Reis has posted shutouts in both of his MLS outings in 2013 ... in 
the season opener at Chicago (March 9), Reis made four saves in the shutout... after miss¬ 
ing the second game of the year against Philadelphia with knee inflammation, Reis made four 
saves against Sporting KC (March 23) for his second shutout in as many tries ... going back 
to 2012, Reis has posted shutouts in four of his last five appearances: Sept. 1,2012 (0-0 vs. 
Philadelphia Union), Sept. 5, 2012 (2-0 vs. Columbus), March 9, 2013 (1-0 at Chicago) and 
March 23, 2013 (0-0 vs. Sporting KC)... overall, Reis has 72 career shutouts (63 with the 
Revs) to rank fourth all-time in MLS history. 

“HOMETOWN” FEEL ON THE ROSTER 

Three players on the Revs’ roster are New England natives, giving the team a hometown 
feel... Scott Caldwell (Braintree, Mass.), Diego Fagundez (Leominster, Mass.) and Chris 
Tierney (Wellesley, Mass.) are all Massachusetts products, growing up in the Bay State ... 
both Caldwell and Fagundez played for the Revolution Academy and are Homegrown players 
... Caldwell was the youth teams’ first-ever captain and just completed his stellar four-year 
career at Akron. 

EARNING TENURE 

Matt Reis, who is playing in his 11th season with the Revolution, is the club’s longest-tenured 
player ever... the other players who had long careers with the Revs fall short of Reis' current 
tenure: Shalrie Joseph (9.5 seasons - began with Revs in 2003, traded to Chivas USA in 
August 2012) and Jay Heaps (9.5 - traded to Revs in June 2001, retired at the end of 2009) 

... Reis has made 244 appearances, going 87-88-69 and earning 63 shutouts while posting a 
1.33 goals against average. 

KEVIN ALSTON TAKING LEAVE OF ABSENCE 

Revolution defender Kevin Alston has been diagnosed with chronic myelogenous leukemia 
(CML), a rare but treatable form of leukemia ... has taken an indefinite leave of absence 
from the team to undergo treatment... Alston’s medical treatment is not expected to require 
hospitalization and he expects to return to the team in the future ... Alston, 24, started the first 
four games this season at left back before his diagnosis ... he has started all 116 games in 
which he's played since being drafted 10th overall in the 2009 MLS SuperDraft out of Indiana 
University and ranks ninth on the Revs' career charts in games played, and eighth in games 
started. 

ALSTON OUT, BUT NOT DOWN 

While Kevin Alston has been away from the team on the field, he hasn't left the team 
entirely... he continues to come to the team's training sessions regularly and watch from the 
sidelines, and also continues to make appearances on behalf of the team ... on April 20, he 
traveled to New York to cheer on the Revs, riding down and back with the Revs' Under-18 and 
Under-16 teams, and later visiting the Revs’ traveling supporters in the parking lots and in the 
stands. 

SUPPORTERS CUP SET FOR JUNE 29 

Members of the Revs' two official supporters groups - The Midnight Riders and The Rebellion 
- will meet at 7 p.m., at Gillette Stadium on Saturday, June 29 and vie for the Supporters Cup 
... all funds raised through the event will be donated to The One Fund Boston ... the Midnight 
Riders won the first installment of the Supporters Cup last season and are looking forward 
to defending its title ... Gillette Stadium's Patriot Place gate (located at the north end of the 
stadium under the bridge and lighthouse in the nrg Plaza) will open at 6:30 p.m. for spectators 
... visit one of the two supporters groups’ sites - midnightriders.com or nerebellion.org - to find 
out how to support the event, either in person in the stands or through a straight donation.

The Revs’ standout goalkeeper has been widely considered one of the league’s top ‘keepers 
for much of the last decade ... the 2012 season was his ninth season as the team’s primary 
netminder, but he missed large portions of the 2010 and 2011 seasons while recovering from 
various surgeries (shoulder, knee, ankle) and injuries ... re-signed with the Revolution in the 
2011-12 off-season ... holds every New England career goalkeeping record, including games 
played in goal (244), games started in goal (243), minutes played in goal (21,882), goals 
against average (1.33), wins (87), saves (968), shutouts (63) and save percentage (.722)... 
recorded his 70th career shutout in the 2-0 win against Columbus on September 5, 2012 ... re¬ 
corded his 1,000th career save in a 1-0 shutout in the 2012 home opener against Portland on 
March 24, 2012 and his 100th career win on May 2, 2012 against Colorado ... became the first
